And, 
finally, 2 method of attaining the right 
articulation, without which no inlay or 
bridge can possibly give satisfaction, will 
be demonstrated.

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EDITORIAL 


DENTISTS NEEDED ON THE HOME FRONT 


The Board of Education in Chicago questioned the advisability of installing 
a dental health educational program in three Chicago high schools at the pres- 
ent time because it did not want to create a desire for dental service only to 
find that there were not enough dentists to supply the demand. The Board 
members know how hard it has been to get dental appointments. 


The shortage of dentists on the home front is serious, in some areas it is 


desperate. 


At the beginning of the war patriotic appeals were made to the dental pro- 
fession to obtain the necessary quota of officers for the dental corps. Procure- 
ment and Assignment Service and the dental societies were very active in their 
efforts to get dentists into the armed services. This was as it should be—there 
was a big job to do and dentistry did it with distinction. 


Now the war is over and the same zeal should be used to get these highly 
trained men back to the areas where they are so badly needed. 


We realize that there is dental treatment still to be done for the mifitary and 
that the good that has been accomplished should not be jeopardized by sudden 
and drastic curtailment of personnel. But the peak for dental service has been 
passed and dentists should not be kept idle when there is such an urgent need 
for them among the civilian populace. The dental corps was expanded to 
rehabilitate men for combat duty; the task now of preparing them for civilian 
life should not be great. 


Ugly rumors are circulating as to why a more speedy and equitable 
release of dentists is not forthcoming. How much credence can be placed in 
these rumors is difficult to judge. The Chicago Dental Society has directed 
letters to high officials in Washington seeking enlightenment on these matters. 


Organized dentistry saw the necessity for an adequate dental corps at the 
beginning of hostilities and it bent every effort to secure that end. It is cog- 
nizant of the tremendous need that exists on the home front and it should 
exert the same effort now to see that a just placement of dental personnel is 
rapidly established. This opinion is meant to be neither unpatriotic nor un- 
grateful but democratic—Robert G. Kesel.

VETERANS SERVICE COMMITTEE 
APPOINTED FOR C.D.S. 


By authorization of the board of di- 
rectors, President J. B. Zielinski has 
appointed a Veterans Committee con- 
sisting of James H. Keith, chairman; 
E. P. Boulger, G. E. Cartwright, F. E. 
Gillespie, G. M. Hambleton, J. C. 
McGuire, I. A. Oveson, S. M. Rakow, 
L. T. Rowland, Horace J. Tharp and 
C. C. Blakely. 

The committee is organized at the 
request of the Military Affairs Committee 
of the Illinois State Dental Society to 
cooperate with it in formulating a pro- 
gram to guide and assist in the rehabilita- 
tion and reestablishment in civilian prac- 
tice of veterans of World War II. The 


state committee in turn was organized 
at the suggestion of the War Service and 
Post War Planning Committee of the 
American Dental Association. Subcom- 
mittees consisting of three men are being 
appointed for each branch of the Chicago 
Dental Society. Problems concerning war 
veterans should be referred to this com- 
mittee. 


CHICAGO HIGH SCHOOLS 
INSTALL DENTAL PROGRAM 


The Board of Education and the Board 
of Health of the city of Chicago are 
cooperating with the Chicago Dental 
Society in a dental health educational 
program for the pupils in three Chicago 
high schools. The schools selected for the 
pilot program are Amundsen, Farragut 
and Parker. The student enrollment in 
these schools is Amundsen, 2,005; Farra- 
gut, 1,921; Parker, 1,889. 

The Board of Education is devoting 
two full periods each semester to a dis- 
cussion of the fundamentals of dental 
health. Charts, slides, motion pictures 


- and literature will be furnished the 


schools by the Chicago Dental Society. 
Pupils will be requested to have their 
dental defects corrected, and their mouths 
put in a healthy condition. Each pupil 
will be given a parent notification and 
dental examination card. This card will 
urge parents to send their children to the 
dentist for examination and care. The 
card contains two forms—A and B. Den- 
tists are requested to examine the child’s 
mouth and record the findings on form 
A. The child is to return form A to the 
teacher for the classroom record. When 
the child’s dental service is completed, 
the dentist will sign form B. The child 
will return form B to the teacher for the 
classroom record. 

The Society members are urged to give 
an early appointment to all high school 
children who come to them with one of 
the examination forms. It is pointed out 


by the Committee on Dental Health Edu- 
cation that the success of this project will 
depend upon the wholehearted participa- 
tion of the dentists, the schools, the pupils 
and the parents. 


DR. CARTWRIGHT APPOINTED 
TO STATE HEALTH POST 


Dr. Glenn E. Cartwright has been ap- 
pointed a member of the Advisory Com- 
mittee to the Division of Industrial 
Hygiene in the Department of Public 
Health by Governor Green on the recom- 
mendation of the officers of the Illinois 
State Dental Society. Dr. Cartwright is 
the only dentist serving on the committee 
and this is the first time that dentistry 
has had a representative acting in this 
capacity. 


U. S. SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS THE DENTURE LAW 


The United States Supreme Court has 
refused to hear an appeal from the de- 
cision of the Appellate Court in regard 
to the suit against the U. S. Dental Com- 
pany for violation of the mail order den- 
ture law. The Court by its action upholds 
the constitutionality of the law and the 
defendants Voyle Johnson, Margaret M. 
Johnson and Mary E. Layton stand 
guilty. The decision was rendered on 
October 8, 1945.

DENTISTS NEEDED IN 
GOVERNMENT HOSPITALS 


The Civil Service Commission has an- 
nounced that it is conducting an exten- 
sive campaign to recruit dentists for 
service in hospitals and clinics under the 
direction of the Veterans Administration 
and U. S. Public Health Service. The 
needs of the Veterans Administration are 
particularly urgent at this time because 
of the rapid increase in the number of 
patients being cared for under their hos- 
pitalization program. 

The salary for the positions is $3,640 
a year for a 40-hour week. Overtime is 
paid for all authorized time worked in 
excess of 40 hours a week. 

Applicants must have been graduated 
from a dental school with the degree of 
D.D.S. or D.M.D., and must be licensed 
in a State or Territory of the United 
States or in the District of Columbia. In 
addition, they must have had at least 
1 year’s dental internship or 1 year’s 
active practice as a dentist. 

Qualified persons who wish to enter 
the Government service are urged to 
apply at once.

MISSOURI REGULATES 
“DR.” PREFIX 


The legislature in the state of Missouri 
adopted a measure known as the “Dr. 

It prohibits “any person 
licensed to . . . practice the curing, heal- 
ing or remedying of ailments, defects or 
diseases of body or mind from using the 
prefix ‘Dr.’ in connection with his name 
. . . without affixing . . . suitable words 
or letters designating the degree held by 
such person or the particular type of 
practice in which such person is en- 
gaged.” 

In order to comply with the law, all 
members of health professions will be 
required to make appropriate changes in 
their stationery, cards, signs or office 
name plates. Correct legal wording, for 
example, would be: John Smith, D.DS. 
or John Smith, Dentist. The law also 
applies to physicians, osteopaths, chirop- 
odists, optometrists, chiropractors, veteri- 
narians and to any other person who pro- 
fesses to practice the healing art and 
who uses the prefix “Dr.”

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What Now?

My wife says that the fellow who takes care of our place is 
a veritable genius. His presence is ever felt in a general sort 
of way yet in no way is he obnoxious. In fact, the contrary is 
the case because it is comforting indeed to know that every- 
thing down to the minutest detail will be taken care of at 
precisely the right moment. My better half states further, 
that this guy had missed his calling because he not only is a 
jack-of-all-trades but is their master as well. In some truly 
important field he might have gained international recognition 
with subsequent immortality with the impending years. My 
wife you see, is an extremely keen observer and a keener 
analyst of human potentialities. In late autumn, when garden- 
ing activities have reached an impasse, all tools and imple- 
ments are cleaned, greased and put in their proper places 
until early spring when they are gently aroused with their 
age-old activities. At this same time all screens and screen doors disappear from 
their summerly positions and sparkling clean storm windows and doors take their 
places to resist the icy onslaughts of old man winter. After the deciduous leaves 
have served their purpose in the fall color scheme, they flutter toward mother earth 
for ultimate coalescence with her component parts.

When the 
snow falls heavily or drifts wildly, the normal approaches and exits are cleared 
before anyone enters or leaves the house and are so kept until old sol is potent enough 
to chase old frosty whiskers farther north. The household appliances are never idle 
for want of a broken spring, worn out part, blown fuse, loose connection or broken 
cord. Sometimes it appears that the needs of these various mechanisms are antici- 
pated ; so before the breakdown at a crucial time, it is nipped in the bud, so to speak. 
As soon as the snow shovel is discarded for the spade, the coverings are removed from 
the flower beds and the inert content is turned over with the spading fork. More 
fertilizer and sand are added in this process. When it is evident that no more frost 
will descend in the area, the storm windows and doors are replaced with freshly 
washed and painted screens. The storm sash are checked, painted if necessary, and 
stored in the stalls where the screens had reposed all winter. All trees, shrubs and 
evergreens are trimmed or pruned, the lawn fed and reseeded, and new and old 
bulbs and new plants and seeds spotted in the artistically correct places in the flower 
garden. The whole is then nurtured and methodically cared for throughout the 
entire growing season. My wife, at regular intervals, reiterates that this fellow is a 
genius and at least once in my life I am forced to agree with her because—I am the 
guy. As Kretschmer would say, “Who wants to be a genius?”
